Guardsmen with bayonets flash­ 
ing, state, county, Cicero and 
Chicago police 
About HO Chicago policemen 
had assembled at an underpass 
of 16th Street and the Belt Line 
Railway 
tracks 
to 
guide 
the 
marchers out of the street and 
onto a sidewalk for their return 
to Chicago 
The marchers, numbering 102 
when they started their demon­ 
stration. had paraded 
through 
Cicero in the streets with an 
official 
parade 
permit 
They 
had no such permit from Chica-

The marchers, spread 12 and 
later eight abreast, braved jeers 
and 
missiles 
and 
exchanged 
taunts with onlookers at several 
points 
ot 
the 
parade 
route 
Homeward 
bound, 
young 
Ne­ 
groes challenged white taunters 
to “come on over the (Chicago. 
line to our side " 
White toughs took up the dare 
and followed the marchers to 
the underpass 
A flying bottle 
signaled the start of both sides 
lunging at one another 
Police waded in with their 2- 
foot-long clubs and gudiusmen 
used bayonets ano gun butts to 
break up the melee Some com­ 
batants were dragged from the 
scene 
Within 15 minutes the struggle 
between 
marchers, 
onlookers 
and law enforcers had subsided 
and the marchers were safely 
back in Chicago. 


When it all was over Robert 
Lucas, leader of the Chicago, 
branch of the Congress of Social 
Equality, sponsor of the march, 
said, “ I think it was a great 
grass roots march 
I think it 
made everybody feel good ” 
He said he understood that “ a 
number of people got hurt and I 
understand 
that 
Gov. 
(Otto) 
Kerner was complaining about 
calling out the National Guard 
on a holiday weekend but all 
those guardsmen were standing 
around 
and 
drinking 
coffee 
while we got hurt ” 
In ordering out the guard, 
Kerner had observed that state 
police were being diverted to 
Cicero duty when they should be 
on highway traffic patrol over 
the long weekend 
Maj 
Gen 
Francis 
Kane, 
guard 
commander, 
said 
the 
crowd of jeering, rock-, bottle- 
and firecracker throwing heck­ 


lers grew so large that his men 
helped police escort the m arch­ 
ers back into Chicago. 


Kane said as many as six per­ 
sons may have been slashed 
with bayonets. He said wounds 
were superficial. 
“ My troops are always justi­ 
fied when they use bayonets,” 
Kane said 


“The guard was our ace in 
the hole,” Sheriff Richard B. 
Ogilvie said He had brought in 
his force of deputies to aid the 
small Cicero patrol in the em er­ 
gency. 
“Crowds 
in C i c e r o 
were more of a problem than I 
had anticipated,’’ he added. 
Before the melee near the un­ 
derpass the marchers had been 
peppered with stones, bottles 
and cherry bombs at several 
points along the route. Young

march was struck on the leg by 
a firecracker, a white youth and 
a Negro youth carried her two

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Let's Skip The Pious Talk 


Would the United States be better off if it 
looked at labor, organized and unorganized, 
objectively on Labor Day' 
Would it be better off if it looked at man­ 
agement and capital objectively, too. instead 
of glamorized versions*’ 
This kind of objectivity is universal in labor 
and management 
Only the uninformed 
and 
unwary accept glamorized versions for the real 
thing. 
Yet. there is much to be said for the glam­ 
orized versions, because without them 
there 
would be nothing left but the abject materialism 
now threatening to ruin industrial productivity 
in Britain — the same kind that has cropped 
out occasionally in the United States. 
There would be nothing for Americans to do 
but concede that the cynical European concept 
of endless struggle between capital and labor 
had been adopted here and nothing was in 
prospect but endless strife 
It would mean giving up that part of the 
American dream which holds there is hope of 
compatibility between 
people 
who work 
for 
wages and the people who decide what shall 
be done to earn wages 


It would be refusal to acknowledge the de­ 
velopment in the United States of popular 
capitalism — the greatest achievement of the 
industrial era. 
There are conflicting versions of American in­ 
dustrialism 
One is the hopeless version of hard-bitten 
realists — people who think of the relation­ 
ship between capita! and labor as a struggle 
that must go on endlessly. 
The other is the hopeful version of those 
who believe the struggle can lead to mutual 
respect and cooperation; who believe there has 
been gross misrepresentation of the true rela­ 
tionship between the bulk of labor and manage­ 
ment in the United States. 
These people charge the angry spokesmen 
have made more noise than sense and have 
distorted the picture 
They do not believe in pious talk about either 
labor or management They think honest talk 
would suffice, if it could be heard above the 
clamor of all the angry people misrepresenting

IN RECENT YEARS, through adoption of a 
series of revolutionary manpower program', 
such as the Manpower Development and Train­ 
ing Act. we have made a promising s‘ar' in 
this direction But much remain? to be done 
In large par1, the affirmative action required 
to meet the fact and the problem of disad­ 
vantage—the result of the board discrimination 
the society as a whole ha' practiced mu*; he 
taken by the society, acting through govern­ 
ment processes 
The primary battlefront for attacking the prob­ 
lem is. unquestionably, in education 
There is 
every reason to grant preference in education 
to those who have watched others receive pre­ 
ference in the past This need not — and should 
not — be done on racial line? Disadvantage i« 
the one thing in our society that has long been 
integrated 
It would be wrong, however, to wait for the 
meeting of this problem through the normal edu­ 


cational processes. Too many of the victims of 
accumulated disadvantage are past school age. 
It is clearly apparent that the employment of 
fathers is an important element in the educa­ 
tional motivation of their sons and daughters. 


MOST ESSENTIAL in overcoming the problem 
of disadvantage are the programs under two of 
the most significant pieces of social legislation 
ever enacted in America: the Manpower Devel­ 
opment and Training Act and the Economic 
Opportunity Act. 


MDT.A is helping the disadvantaged through a 
comprehensive national progam of occupational 
training and basic manpower research and ex­ 
perimentation 


During four years of operation, this strategic 
program has demonstrated its effectiveness in 
upgrading the skills of the underemployed and 
in equipping the jobless with new skills required 
by our changing job market. 


The myriad needs of the unemployed the 
voung and old, non-white and other disadvan­ 
taged Americans — are being met under MUTA 
programs. 


Since the inception of MOTA. 467.000 persons 
have been enrolled in its programs and well

Under Sec. 7ia> of the National Industrial Re 
covery Act. labor was authorized to organize 
and bargain collectively. With this federal back 
ing, there was a great expansion in unionism 
Some unions, like the United Mine Worker' 
re-established themselves. 
Though unionism never before enjoyed such 
favorable and protected position, it wasn't long 
until new internal crises erupted 
Leaders were unable to restore harmony rn 
even quell the rebellion within its own rank' 
There were widespread attempts by certain 
factions in mass production industries to break 
away from the craft system and to form in 
dustrial unions. 
Rv the time of the 1935 AFL convention 
eight dissident unions had been expelled from 
the parent organization Thev formed the < nm 
mittee for Industrial Organization 


UNDER THE LEAD ERSH IP of John L Lewi' 
of the I ’MW 
the CIO raised large sums for 
organizing purposes and established union rec­ 
ognition in many 
mas'-production industries 
The success of the CIO endeavor forced the 
AFL to expand its organizing activities and 
to recognize tha* exclusive jurisdiction could 
no longer he enforced exactly in manufactur 
ing industry. 
Meanwhile the Committee for Industrial Or 
Cantation was reorganized in’o the Congress 
of Industrial Organza1 ion and by 1938 wa' 
powerful enough to he a real challenge to the 
AFL. 
Union rivalry continued for 20 vears before 
the need for a common front before govern 
men! and public forced the two factions into a 
cooperative eftor 
After the 1955 merger, it was a full five 
years before \FL-C10 differences were fully re 
solved and the objective of “ protection of the 
labor movement from any and al! rorrupt in­ 
fluences’' was formalized with the investiga­ 
tion of six international unions. 
All were ordered to change their po!icif« to 
conform with the resolution adopted at the tim* 
of the merger. Three agreed to reform and 
were allowed to remain in the organization on 
probation 
Three others, the Laundry Workers. Bakery 
Workers and Teams’ers. were expelled 
New unions were formed within the AFL-CIO 
framework to replace the Laundry and Bakery 
unoins. but no attempt was made to challenge 
the Teamsters. 
Later other unions broke away from the AF!/- 
CIO and new ones sprang up as independent 
units.

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Steel Bu vers 
Squeezed By 
Tight Money 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Tight 
and high - priced money is be­ 
ginning to put a squeeze on steel 
buyers, Steel Magazine said to­ 
day. 


The metalworking weekly pre­ 
dicted resulting inventory and 
buying changes would spread 
throughout the market. 


The magazine said the money 
situation is already being felt 
at some mills where buyers are 
asking for credit. Mills are re­ 
luctant to comply because thee 
regard this as being tantamount 
to a price cut. it added. 


The 
publication 
predicted 
steel users would rely on short 
range buying and reduction of 
steel inventories to ease the 
cost of long - range financing 
This will result in less inventory 
cushion and greater demand for 
on-time steel delivery, it said 


The weekly said this inver. 
tory reduction would spread t< 
service centers who also will 
want to lower financing costs 
Eventually, Steel predicted, the 
buck would be passed to the 
mills who will feel the demand 
of buyers for quick, on-time 
deliveries. 
Steel said the mills can meet 
this demand for a while. How­ 
ever, the magazine notes, steel 
buying will accelerate as auto 
plants get further into produc­ 
tion of their 1967 models. 
Currently a broad nonauto- 
motive demand for steel contin­ 
ues to dictate high production 
Steel estimates last week's pro­ 
duction at 2.75 million tons. 6 5 
per cent above the correspond­ 
ing period last year. 
Also, for the lust time in 
some weeks, production for the 
year to date has gained on last 
year's 
Through Aug. 27. the 
magazine estimated 88 5 million 
tons. .TR per cent behind last 
year's 92 million tons through 
that date.

ANSWER: When you hear a rapid "tap tap tap” coming 
high from the trees outside, you can he reasonably sure you 
are hearing a woodpecker at work. These are unusual and 
interesting birds Most of them have a special arrangement 
of the toes, two in front of the foot and two behind. These 
enable them to cling tightly to the bark of a tree trunk. There 
are stiff feathers al the end of the tail which give support to 
the bird in the upright position he assumes. A woodpecker's 
hill is sharp and chisel like He uses this to drill holes, search­ 
ing for insects and grubs which hide under the bark. His 
toung is barbed and has a sticky end. which helps him to 
pull the insect out. In the picture. Bill and his sister are 
looking at a downy woodpecker. This small attractive bird 
is the woodpecker most commonly seen. He has a larger 
cousin, the hairy woodpecker, who resembles him closely. In 
the upper left, we show a large, handsome woodpecker of the 
Pacific Northwest with its conspicuous scarlet crest.
